mansion, and the building and its furniturewere cared for in the most thoroughmanner to the extent of the ap"
iDropriations. That work included re-

f painting: of the exterior and the installationof illuminated map racks. The
9 grounds surrounding the mansion cover

- an area of 18.5 acres.

At the beginning of the fiscal year
j the total number of parks and reservationsunder the jurisdiction of Col.
9 Harts was 354, having an area of about

1,170.35 acres. During the year 48 reservationswere added, making the to3tal number now in his charge 392, havinga total area of about 1,1"$9.12 acres.

The area of the different reservations
varies from 250 square feet to 829
acres. All the improved parks and park
spaces were maintained in good condiction during the year at a cost of about

s I230.S64.
